FRAUDS. 

THE LE IN THE.WATER-KENTS DE- 


New York, Sept. 27.—[{Special.]—John B. 
Carroll, formerly a elerk in the bureau for 
the collection of assessments and of arrears 
of taxes and assessments and of water-rents, 
has been placed under arrest as the principal 
culprit in what are sald to have been a very 
extensive series of fraudsin the bureau. A 
deficiency in his accounts amounting to be- 
tween $14,000 and $15,000 which has been 
discovered covers only three transactions ofa 
kind which are said to have been numerous, 
and an investigation is now in progress for the 
purpose of discovering the full extent of the 
frauds. The discovery of frauds was 
made in the course of a genera! examination 
by Controller Grant of the various bureaus 
connected with his department. By last 
Saturday this examination had progressed so 
far as to show the discrepancy mentioned. 
The entries in the books showed the receipt 
of this sum if excess of the amount that had 
2 paid over to the city and accounted for. 
he false entries in the ks were found to 
have been made by Carroll, who had been a 
clerk in the Bureau of Arrears for about two 
years ata salary of $1,000 per annum. He 
was discharged in March last for inattention 
to the duties of his position and for frequent- 
ly absenting himself from the office without 
rmission. Atthe time of his discharge 
here was no suspicion of dishonesty against 
him. His duties in the bureau did not 
require him to handle the books in

THE IssVE OF BUTLERISH. 

„And vowing he would ne’er consent, con- 
sented.“ The Massachusetts Democracy has 
held its convention and bas gone through 
the empty form of nominating Butler, as 
might have been expected, as it has no one 
else strong enough to organize a campaign 
or make a fight. It has no other leader but 
Butler—no other issue but Butlerism. After 
announcing in his inaugural that he would 
not under any circumstancés be a candidate 
for retlection, he sets up his convention and 
ite Greenback annex and takes a nomination 
from each, taking them as a matter of course, 
without deigning.to assign any reason for his 
change of views. The Kepublicans shaped 
their course with this emergency in view 
and nominated a candidate from the part of 
the State where Butler is strongest to make 
a fair and square fight against Butlerism, and 
the nomination of Butler by their opponents 
makes it the sole issue of the campaign. — 

Though the issues are thus narrowed down 
and the contest is localized, it will be none 
the less interesting, since a favorable result 
for Butler might involve far-reaching influ- 
ences, and because no right-minded person 
can avoid wishing for the defeat of sucha 
dangerons demagog. Thereis good reason 
to believe that the Republicans will be suc- 
cessful, because Massachusetts is a Republie- 
an State, and the causes which led to the de- 
fection of thousands of Republicans last year 
do no exist now. They have returned to 
their allegiance. Last year they were dis- 
satisfied with the machine methods, and 
there is such a thing as satiety with the 
monotonous successes of years and desire 
for change. The Butler platform at that 
time was richly loaded with high-sounding 
pretenses of reform. It was very attractive. 
and offered many novelties which would 
have been excelient if there had ever been 
any intention to introduce them. The wan- 
derers have tried it for a year, found every- 
thing an illusion, and their State in a condi- 
tion of disgrace and contempt, and they have 
come back again. The Independents also are 
in the fold again. The old party presents a 
solid front once more. Personal feelings 
have been set aside. There are no side issues 
to embarrass the party. There are no far- 
tious, discontented minorities to appease. 
They are united on a candidate who aid not 
seek the nomination, who, if elected, will sac- 
rifice a higher and more honorabie office for 
the popular good, and whuse personal and 
political record is unspotted. 

Platforms will not count for much in this 
contest. They might have been summed up 
in the simple words: anti-Butler and pro- 
Butter. The one party seeks to rescue the 
State from the disgrace of Butlerism: the 
Other to continue it another year, with ali 
the offensive possibilities such a continyance 
implies. Into this fight the Republicans are 
already throwing themselves with earnest- 
ness and enthusiasm. In the selection ot the 
best men for delegates to their conven- 
tien, in the unanimity and  hearti- 


ness Of its proceedings, in the selection

of its candidates, in the opening speeches of 
their standard-bearer, in every detail of the 
campaign thus far there is manifest the 
strong, quiet determination to win, and to 
win by & majority which will be decisive. 
They need not go further back than the year 
which this man has served to find material 


upon which to conduct their fight, nor are 


they hampered on the other hand by any 
embarrassments which outside pressure 


‘might entail upon them. It is a fight by the 


people and for the people of Massachusetts 
only, in which all other people are simply 
spectators. They need no other Indictment 
than the year’s record, and they may claim 
without fear of contradiction that Butler has 
libeled the State and disgraced its good 
name by his shameless political buffoonery 
and personal demagogism; that he has not 
executed one of the reforms for which he 
gave his personal pledge; that he has used his 
office to advance his own interests, to enrich 
his persona! friends, and to punish political 
opponents against whom no charge could be 
brought; that he has not spared men or 
women from his personal assaults when self- 
glorification could be obtained; and that he 
has resorted to misstatement, to libel, to 
shameless vulgarity, to corrapt political 
methods, and tu the most disgraceful perver- 
sion of his official privileges in order to sat- 
isfy his selfish ambition. ö 

With such an issue as this before them the 
Republicans could not make any other which 
would not be insignificant. To rescue their 
State from disgrace and to restore its good 
name is the only issue which can animate 
their canvass. Upon this point there is no 
difference of opinion among them, and this 
of itself is an augury of success. They have 
every reason, therefore, to force the fight 
and to carry it forward to victory by their 
old-time majorities. If Butler is elected he 
will with right claim it as a personal vie- 
tory, more decided than any other Demo- 
cratic leader can win in any State, and he 
will base his pretensions td a Presidential 
nomination upon it. if be is defeated the 
Republicans will not only rescue their own 
State, but will remove him from the field as 
a political leader. They will avert not only 
what Would be a calamity to their State, but 
the possibility of what would be a calamity 
to the whole country. 


As the time for the assembling of Congress 


approaches it becomes apparent that Mr. 


Randall has the best chance of electinn to the 
Speakership. Mr. Cox and Mr. Carlisle yet 
figure as candidates. The former, how- 
ever, has never been considered a possibility. 
His canvass is in the natureof one of his 
own jokes. Mr. Carlisle's friends have for 
some time been constrained to whistle to 
keep up his courage, but the effort has not 
been successful, and it is not unlikely that 
he may follow Blackburn’s example and 
retire on his chances for the Kentucky Sen- 
atorship. 

A friend of Randall who seems to be excep- 
tionally well informed told Tun Tripunr’s 
Washington correspondent yesterday that all 


but three Democratic Congressmen from 


Maryland, Virginia, and West Virginia 
would vote for the pig-iron Democratic can- 
didate. This is no doubt true, The “ free- 
whisky and dear-food-and-clothing ” platform 
adopted by the Virginia Bourbons a month 
ago was convincing proof that they are at 
one with Randall and Dana on the question 
of revenue and tariff. The tariff plank of the 
Maryland Bourbon platform last week is also 
favorable to Randall. ‘Of the Southern dele- 
gations he will have that of Louisiana solid. 
The sugar-growers of that State are scared 
by the proposition of a reciprocity treaty 
with Mexico, which would provide for the 
importation of sugar from that country free 
of duty. They look to Randall for protec- 
tion, and will pool their issues with the pig- 
iron men of Georgia and Alabama to make 


him the Speaker. The half-dozen New En- 


gland Democrats wiil have to vote for the 
Philadelphlan or incur the everlasting en- 
mity of their constituents. 

Mr. Cox now talks of having the support 
of all the Democratic members from the 
Empire State, but Mr. Randall’s friend says 
that this is not the case, but that even on the 
first ballot seven of the delegation will vote 
for the ex-Speaker. As soon as Cox is out 
of the way, possibly after the second ballot, 
the solid delegation will goto him. He has 
the united support of the Pennsylvanians, 
and the course taken by Congressman George 
L. Converse at the Wool-Growers’ Convention 
‘In Chicago this week indicates that he will 
have a large backing among the Ohio dele- 
gation; probably all but Frank Hurd will 
vote for him. Mr. Randall’s friend is quite 
correct, too, in saying that he is strong in 
the Northwest. The Democratic delegation 
from this section is not large, but it is 
mostly representative of urban and manu- 
facturing constituencies, and naturaily be- 
longs to Randall. The only pronounced free- 
traders of the lot are Murphy and Pusey, of 
Iowa, and even Murphy is said to be doubt- 
ful. It was reported some time ago that 
Congressman Finerty of the Second Chicago 
District favors Randall. The report has not 
been corrected. A similar report was circu- 
lated about Deuster of Milwaukee. 

Carlisle will have to rely mainly for his 
backing, supposing he remains in the race, 
on Kentucky, Indiana, Southern Lllinois, 
and the country districts of Missouri. The 
St. Louis Representatives are ciaimed for 
Randall. 

From present indications it is all but cer- 
tain that the ex-Speaker will again have an 
opportunity to “fix” the committeesof the 
House of Representatives in the interest of 
the protected monopolists and the robber 
tariff. Mr. Wattersén, Mr. Hurd, and Col. 
Vilas, and the free-traders of the lroquois 
Club variety dre in a miserable minority in 
the Bourbon party. ‘Lhere is no hope for 
revenue retorm from that organization. 

There can be no hope even for haprove- 
ment in this direction until the strong ear- 
nest revenue-reformers of the Republican 
party, like Senators Van Wyck and Ingalls, 
take hold resolutely and rouse their people 
to the necessity of ridding themselves of the 
burdens imposed on them. 

THE WOOL-ORO VIS. 


The Wool-Growers' Convention which has 


been in session in this city accomplished all 
it was expected to do by adopting a resolu- 
tion instructing the officers of the association 
to “use their best efforts to bring before 
Congress in the most effective manner possi- 
ble tne demands of the wool-growers of the 
United States for the restoration of tlie tariff 


on wool,” and calling upon the State, dis- 


trict, and county associations to use every 


to 
The only significance all this 
has is that the wool-growers, without any re- 
ard to the general welfare of the country 
as affected by the tariff policy, or the ulterior 
development of the woolen-manufacturing 
interest and its consequent encouragement 
of wool-growing, or even to the alleged prin- 
ciples of protection in the matter of raw ma- 
terial, propose to use all the influence they can 
command to urge a selfish and short-sighted 
Congressional policy for their own imme- 
diate benefit. But there are certain circum- 
stances in connection. with this movement 
which do not appear on the surface, First, 
it may be mentioned that the impetus given 
to it comes mainly from the sparse wool- 
growing districts of Ohio in disregard of the 
fact that W arising from success 


would accrue chiefly to the wool-growers of 
the Western and South western plains; if the 
narrow policy advocated by the convention 
should prevail the time would come when 
the Ohio wool-growers would probably 
agitate some means for vrotecting them- 
selves against the aggressions ot the for- 
eign ’’ wool-growers in Texas, Kansas, Col- 
orado, and soon. Next, it is worthy of note 
that one of the leading spirits in the conven- 
tion, and the author of the resolution which 


constituted the sum of its labors, isa Dem- 


ocratic member of Congress, George IL. Con- 
verse, Who represents the Thirteenth Ohio 
District; the activity of this gentleman 
in urging the restoration of the old 
rate of duty for wool must be 
peculiarly edifying to David A. Wells, Henry 
Watterson, and the other gentlemen who are 
so hopefal of realizing tariff reform through 
the agency of the Democratic party. In the 
third place, is it evident that the proposition 


to bring a pressure to bear upon Congress 
“in the most effective manner possible” 


means simply the organization of a lobby, 
which will be supported and backed up by 
subscriptions from the associations and in- 
dividuals concerned in the restoration of the 
wool-tariff; this lobby will meet with other 
lobbies in Washington organized in the in- 
terest of some other branches of protected 


industry, and the Congressmen representing’ 


wool-growing districts will meet Congtess- 
men representing other protected classes, 
and the result will be mutual concessions, 
trades, and log-roliing with a view to more 
protection all around. It will not be 
necessary for the wool-growers’ lobby 
to show, as Senator Plumb suggested 
to the convention, that the tariff on 
wool “ought to be put up,” or “may be 


put up without damaging industries related 


to wool-growing,”” which would tax their 
ingenuity, but only to form a combination 
which will agree to raise the duty on wool 
in consideration of an increase of duties on 
other articles or the retention of duties 
which are threatened with reduction. It is 
in this manner that protection becomes a 
source of political corruption as well as an 
incubus on the growth of the industrial in- 
terests. All the speakers in the recent con- 
vention agreed with selfish and narrow tna- 
nimity that their common object should be 
to get as high prices for their wool as the 
American market proteeted against foreign 
competition would yield without any regard 


to the opportunities of foreign commerce, 


But the manufacturers are beginning to take 
a different view of the situation, and this 
avowed effort to put up the price of their 
raw material may encounter serious opposi- 
tion from a quarter where it would formerly 


have found sympathy and support. 


— 
UNGELFISH CHARACTER OF PROTECTION. 
Itis exceedingly gratifying that all the 
speeches at the Chicago banquet given to 
Chief-Justice Coleridge were bright, enter- 
taining, and in good taste. But there was 
one bit especially which ought to go the 
rounds of the press as a brilliant example of 
that happy blending of humor and sarcasm 
which is peculiarly American. We refer to 
that portion of Mr. Franklin Mac Veagh’s 
speech in which he paraphrased the existing 
conditions of the tariff question sv delight- 
fully. Commerce was his theme, and his au- 
dience was a sort of international gathering. 
This gave him his opportunity, and he said: 


It is pleasant to remember that one can taik 
of commerce and commercial retations in this 
company without being inbospitable. The com- 
mercial relations at present existing between 
America and must be 7 satisfactory 
to Englishme or example: e are the two 
greatest people on earth at manufacturing 
things to sell to Other people, and between us 
we have the world as a market. I need not re- 
mind this — — that in the division of this 
monopoly Engiand nas the lion’s share and

factures to foreigners forever than to be subject 
at dome to the comforts and iuxuries of low 
prices. however, is not simply political 
economy, which after all appeals only to the 
fatellect. It is high obedience to au inscrutable 
riotism which satisfies the heart. 


It would be difficult to make the attitude 
of the protection advocates more grotesque 
or more ridieulous than by representing them 
as actuated by a generous desire to yield up 
all the advantages of commerce to the En- 
glish manufacturers and shipowners, and 
this thought was the background of Mr. 
MacVeagh’s satire. There must be no com- 
petition with the English commercial marine 
on the high seas, and there must be no inter- 
ference with the sale of English goods in the 
markets of the world, say the patriotic sup- 
porters of the “American system.“ When 
Mr. John Roach goes before a committee of 
the United States Senate to explain why 
American ships have been driven from the 
ocean, the only reason he can give is that 
there is “not enough protection.” If Con- 
gress can be prevailed upon to cheapen raw 
material by reducing the duty on wool and 
thereby open a crack through which the 
American woolen manufacturers may some 
day find their way toa foreign market, 
a convention is immediately called to pro- 
test against the great injustice done 
to a few scattering sheep-farmers of 
the river counties in Ohio. There must be 
no intrenchment upon the commercial pre- 
rogatives of Great Britain. The English are 
free to buildships and buy materials where 
they can secure them at the cheapest, and 
the American merchant and the American 
manufacturer must not in all charity seek to 
share in these advantages. It is so much 
nobier to compel the American consumer to 
pay high prices for his goods and to turn 
over to England all the profits of the carry- 
ing trade than it is to hanker after any por- 
tion of the foreign commerce that tite policy 
of protection has become the ideal of patriot- 
ism in this country. Mr. MacVeagh was 
right not to miss the favorable opportunity 
he had to impress this high-minded un- 
selfishness of the American policy on the 
English guests; it is to be hoped that they 
will appreciate and carry back to England 
the information that the American people 
are the most generous and self-sacrificing on 
the face of the globe. It is a new view of 
protection which the Cobden Club, in its 
well-known devotion to fairness, cannot af 


ford to ignore. 


THE SALOONKEEPERS’ THREATS AND 
DENUNCIATIONS. 

The resolutions adopted by the saloonkeep- 
ers’ gathering at Quincy Wednesday were 
quite in keeping with the character of the 
address issued by the association and com- 
mented on in these columns yesterday. They 
exhibit the same irreconcilable opposition 
to any restriction on the propensity of sa- 
loonkeepers to make money by questionable 
practices. The usual denunciations of laws 
for the regulation of their traffic are freely 
indulged iu. Our business,“ the Illinois 
saloonkeepers say, must be protected,“ 
and to be protected in their opinion means 
that they shall not be thterfered with even 
by reasonable regulation., The “ legimate 
trade, which, by the way, has teen declared 
“pernicions” by a Democratic Supreme 
Court, properly deserves protection, they 
urge, as if it were not the best protected 
business now carried on in America. The 
policemen of every town and city in America 
spend three-fourths of their time in pro- 
tecting” bartenders from the assaults of 
men to whom they have distributed madden- 


ve no shi 


ing liquors, protecting drunkards and ine- 
briates from themselves and one another, in 
keeping the peace among saleon customers, 
and in keeping them from doing acts which 
might lead them to the jail or the gallows. 
Besides, every law for the regulation of the 
liquor traffic protects the decent saloon- 


keeper. 
But the tatives of a ma- 
jority of people have legislated to force 


those engaged in the * pernicious traffic” 
(vide decision of Democratic Supreme 
Court) to contribute a fair proportion of the 
expenses of protection, liquor leagues and 
saloonkeepers’ associations, composed by no 
means of the best class of dealers, indulge 
in perfervid denunciation of all who differ 
from them. The Quincy resolutions de- 


nounee the Harper High-Lincense law and 


those who were concerned in its enactment, 
while they profusely thank and vow ever- 
lasting gratitude to those who, by chicanery, 
filibustering, and political sleight-of-hand. 
sought its defeat and have since sought to 
nullify it. 

But not content with denouncing the Har- 
per law, the political regulators declare the 
present Dramshop act “an unjust and op- 
pressive enactment, imposing unnecessary 
and tyrannical burdens upon our business.“ 
They failed to say what provisions of the 
act are oppressive and tyrannical, but 
they probably refer to those prohibiting the 
sale of liquor to minors and habitual drunk- 
ards. These advocates of personal liberty“ 
wish to confer on every grog-vender and 
dago-dive keeper the privilege to poison 
the young, ruin health, and take ad- 
vantage of mental weakness and treacherous 
appetites. Not only this, but they declare 
their intention to visit pains and penalties 
against those who protest against their 
vicious program and wish to have the weak 
and infirm protected and their pernicious 
traffic regulated. Those who champion their 
course or connive at their purpose and assist 
them to set the law at defiance are to be re- 
warded politically. The Quincy gathering 
made the platform on which the demagog 
Mayor of Chicago, who has nullified the 
laws of the Statein the interest of grogshop- 
keepers, may appeal to the people for elec- 
tion as Governor of Lilinois. It is to be hoped. 
that he will have the courage to come for- 
ward as their champion and beweficiary, that 


the honest masses may bury him and his 


platform and his supporters under a majority 


bo crushing that there can be no hope of 


their resurrection. 5 
THE DEMOCRATIC SHINDY. 

Under the title of Blundermg Again,”

In che 
background Thurman is pictured as throt- 
tling Hoadly, the Democratic candidate for 
Governor ot Ohio, and near them Tammany, 
Irving Hall, and the County Democracy, as 
represented by their leaders, are knifing eacn 
other. The picture is painfully true to 
nature. The raft itself, which is made up 
from logs representing the various Demo- 
cratic States, is rapidly going to pieces, and 
the direction of the course in which it is 
dritting leaves the White House at one 
side. It tells the old story of Democratic 
folly. Whenever landisin sight the ship- 
wrecked party is beset with the greed and 
contention which grow out of starvation and 
desolation. There is no acknowledged leader- 
ship in the party. Men and sections contend 
selfishly for every advantage which points to 
success. There is no subordination to a 
guiding principle, no agreement as to policy, 
no confidence in any one leader or any set of 
leaders. The party drifts about aimlesly, 
promising revenue-reform here and pro- 
tection there, and trimming always to avoid 
the shoals. There is every indication that 
the poor old raft, insecurely spliced together 
in time of despair, will go to pieces next year 
as usual. The character of the survivors 
does not attract help from outside, and the 
unseemly quarrels destroy all sympathy 
which the struggling crew might attract 
from the public if actuated by a com- 
mon purpose for resuming a decent 
life if they could once get ashore. While 
the factions contend in New York and Ohlo 
openly, and covertly in indiana and eise- 
where, the Republicans are pulling together 
and steering their boat.in the current of pop- 
ular favor. There is an abiding conviction 
that the Ship of State will be safer in the 
hands of an experienced and well-behaved 
crew under proper discipline than in the 
hands of a mutinous gang without recog- 
nized leadership which is new adrift by rea- 
son of its own incompetency and bad faith. 
That is the spirit and the meaning of the 
Puck cartoon, which cannot fai! to impress 
the acute public sense of the ridiculous.

THE DEPRESSION IN THE ENGLISH 
COTTON TRADE. 
A crisis in the English cotton manufactur- 
ing industry has been impending some time. 
For two or three years there has been 3 
marked falling off in the home trade, owing 
to the short crops, unfavorable seasons, afid 
general agricultural depression. The coun- 
try peopie have not been able to purchase as 
much as formerly. The higher price of pro- 
visions consequent on the bad seasons has 
tended to lessen the sales of cotton in the 
cities and towns. In the meantime a num- 
ber of factories have been established in the 
United States and the Continent of Europe 
under the protection of tariff legislation 
which largely exciudes English goods. The 
Lancashire manufacturers who have run 
their mills on full time and with a full force 
ot operatives have had to look to the coun- 
tries of Eastern Asia for a market for their 
surplus, and now this is threatened aiso, 
The markets of China anc india are said to 
be overstocked, and serious war complica- 
tions are feared in the former country, while | 
an extended drouth has materially inter- 
fered with the harvest in Northwestern 
India. In the meantime, although the cotton 


crop, particularly in America, has been un- 


precedentedly arge, the price of the raw 
material remains the same, probably because 
more of it is demanded for manufacture in 


this country. 


The first branch of the industry threatened 
in England was weaving. The production of 
spun yarn remained the same, and as long as : 
the weaving-milis were run on full time the, 
demand for the thréad was kept up, but the

woven goods few 
weeks ago the Ashton-on-Lyne weaving-

milis attempted to cut down wages, which 


led to a strike. This has how been fOllowed 
by an attempt on the part of spinning and 


weaving masters throughout the whole of 


the cotton country to cut down wages and 
otherwise to alter the arrangements in ae- 
cordance with which their workingmen are 
paid. The weavers and spinners resist and 
threaten to strike. Tney admit that there 
has been overproduction and that the mill- 
owners cannot get rid of their goods at the 
old prices just now, nor readily at lower 
prices. But they claim that a reduction in 
wages will not materially help them out of 
the difficulty. Mr. Birtwistle, one of the 


Secretaries of | Operative Weavers’ 
Association of Northeast Lancashire, a 
few weeks ago issued a circular to 


the members of his organization sho wmg 
that a reduction of 5 per cent in the rate of 
wages would make a differencé of but one 
eent in forty yards of cotton cloth, and there- 
fore only about one-third of a cent in the 
price of a lady’s dress. It would make no 
difference whatsoever in the prices to the 
public, and would not lead to any larger 
sales. 


The true remedy, the operatives say, is to 
limit production and run the mills on short 
time. This will enable the owners to work 
off their surplus stock, and by that time mat- 
ters may be improved, better seasons may 
have come again, or landlords may have 
been. forced to. reduce rents, thus enabling 
the farmers to invest more largely in cloth- 
ing for their wives and families. The mill- 
owners, however, argue that to force them 
to shut down would be to compel them to 
let their capital—on some of which they pay 
interest—remain idle. Absolute stoppage 


would seriously affect their machinery, be- 


sides which enforced idleness would be no 
advantage to the workingmen, but a great 
disadvantage. The workingmen, however, 
seem to think that if wages are reduced now 
it will be difficult to bring them back to the 
old figures again. | 
Something must be done. The mill-own- 
ers cannot afford to run long at a loss. There 
must be concessions on both sides. The 
meeting of the operators and employés ‘Tues- 
day at Manchester was characterized by 
good feeling and good sense. Tife adoption 
of the compromise by which work is to be 
continued pending the negotiations may be 
taken as an Indication of a disposition to ar- 
range matters without resort to a strike, 
which would entail great suffering on tens 
of thousands of women and children and 
seriously interfere with a great industry. 


One thing must result from the present 


complications. The farming classes and the 


town operatives cannot much longer be com- 


pelled to bear alone the consequences of bad 
harvests, contagious diseases among live- 


stock, and other agricultural losses. |

Tue New York Democrats held their State 
Convention at Buffalo yesterday. Tammany 
and the County Democracy piled up protest 
after protest against the regularity of 
their opposing delegations, and Irving 
Hall masqueraded in the role of tail- 
piece to the Tammany kite. John Kelly 
was vociferously cheered as he entered 
the hall. Senator Grady, the Tamma- 
ny spokesman, rose in great wrath 
and denounced as gag-law the attempt 
to rush through a report which aimed to 
produce “harmony” by giving the New 
County Democracy thirty-eight 
delegates, Tammany twenty-four, and 
Irving Hall ten. The previous ques- 
tion was ordered, however, and the 
report adopted by the rather decisive vote of 
280 to 9% Grady moved to reconsider, and 
the fun began. The Tammany and Irving 
Halt men proceeded to denounce the County 

in set terms, and for awhile 
the convention was transformed into a 
howling mob. The crowd on the floor and 
in the galleries yelled tor Kelly, who smiled, 


but failed to respond. Finally Grady with- 


drew his motion, and the convention formu- 
lated a platform inveighing against 
taxation to raise a surplus fund 
for Federal distribution among the States, 
coolly alleging the advancement under

and the purification of the New York 
primaries, and, among other things, in- 
dorsing Gov. Cleveland's Administration 
and bidding for popular support this 
fall, irrespective of party afiiliations. 
Isaac H. Maynard was nominated for Secre- 
tary of State, Alfred C. Chapin for Con- 
troller, Robert A. Maxwell for. Treasurer, 
and Dennis O’Brien for Attorney-General.

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PARNELL REPORTED SHOT. 
GREAT EXCITEMENT. 

Lonpon, Sept. 27.—|Special Cable.]—Dis- 
patches just received from Dublin state that 
Charles Stuart Parnell, the Irish leader, was 
shot in that city to-night by an Orange fanat- 
jc, The first reports announced that Mr. 
Parnell had been -mortally wounded, 
but a later message says that 
he was shot through the body, 
receiving a severe but not fatal injury. In- 
tense excitement prevails in Dublin, and the 
military reserves are held in readiness for 
immediate service to suppress any danger- 


ous popular demonstration. Mr. Parnell 
was expected to speak this evening at a great 
Irish mass meeting in Leeda. 

LATER. 


The rumor that Mr. Parnell was shot still 
persigtently maintains itself in Fleet street, 
and the greatest excitement prevails in vari- 
ous press associations, where, however, no 
accurate news is forthcoming. A Dublin 
rumor says he was shot accidentally by an 
Orangeman, the ball passing through his 
body. 

Nothing at all appears in the London 
morning papers yonfirmatory of the rumor. 
It is stated that the bullet went through his 
body. Another account says the affair was 
accidental. 

No further détails have been received. - 

ANOTHER REPORT. | 

Lonpon, Sept. 7.— The Datly Chronicle 
has issued a postscript, stating that there is 
great excitement in Dublin owing to a ru- 
mor that Orangemen shot Parnell.

An Interesting Decision — This 
Monopoly. by Judge Me- 
Crary. 

Drs Mores, Ia, Sept. 26.—{Special.]—The 
barb-wire monopolista, who have been very 
quiet for some time past, have evidently not 
yet given up the flaht entirely. decision 
of Judge McCrary, filed today in the United 
States Circuit Court at Des Moines, may not 
appear exactly in that light, but it shows that 
the barb-wire kings have not given up their 
struggle, but on the contrary are pushing 
their cause before the courts, and not letting 
it die of their own weicht. as it was thought 
by some that they would do. The de- 
cision today was on a case brought 
by the Baker Manufacturing Company
